turns by the quickest route, and circumstances may 
be forcing him to rob his soil of fertility^ Other 
fan: era confine themselves to grain because it makes 
only seasonal demand on time, and even in years of 
su ant or retarded harvest can be made to show profit. 

While every man considers that he should have 
complete freedom of action in what he chooses to 
produce, there is the principle of “ownership on 
tiust” which is being taken into account. This pripci- 
pie lays upon the current owner or tenant the re¬ 
sponsibility of conserving land fert lity, in the belief 
that land resources shou'd be preserved in quality 
from generation to generation, and should not be 
permitted to deteriorate. This v ewpoint puts high 
value on the virtues of all round husbandry. There 
may have been something of this in mind in the 
Housing loans for farm homes. It is understood that 
tlie.-e government.sponsored loans will not be ad¬ 
vanced to farms where the chief source of income is 
from grain growing. No mention is made of the risks 
entailed in loans to farmers who depend almost en¬ 
tirely on one crop, but that may be a factor. 

In any event the man who can look to several sour¬ 
ces of revenue s a better risk than one who is large¬ 
ly dependent on only one type of produce. In depres¬ 
sion years the mixed farm managed to survive with 
less worry than the farm with only one main crop. 
No matter how meagre the returns from hogs, cattle 
milk, poultry products and so on, they did bring in a 
little from month to month. • 

Today every phase of agriculture is reasonably 
profitable. In fact the greatest hazard of this season 
has been grain. Farms which are turning out milk or 
cream eggs and poultry, hogs and cattle have the 
satisfaction of good prices as a reward. 

Those who hold firmly, year in year out, to the old 
tradition of “the cow, the sow and the hen” are on a 
much sounder farming basis than other agricultur¬ 
ists. They are less likely to be swamped in the 
busts which follow the booms. .

been taking steps to overcome 
Canada’s dollar shortage. The gov¬ 
ernment is making effort to save 
American dollars. -The import of 
motor vehicles has been banned, 
though shipments now on the way 
would be allowed to enter. The 
government also placed a tax on 
cars produced in Canada. This is 
up to 25% on the first $1200 of 
the price and 60% in excess of that 
amount. The former tax was 10%. 
This double action will prevent 
purchase of new cars for many 
people. 

Further prohibitions on import¬ 
ed goods includ s fresh fnlits ex¬ 
cept citrus fruits, bananas and ap¬ 
ples; much canned and packaged 
foods, nuts in the shell, unpitted 
dates and some dried fruits; greet¬ 
ing cards, pulp magazines, playing 
cards, etc.; radios and phono¬ 
graphs, electric light fixtures, flash 
lights, razors, pulp periodicals and 
comics, pleasure boats, etc.

Funds for pleasure travel will be 
not more than $150 a person for 
Canadians travelling to U.S.A. ef¬ 
fective immediately. 

Firearms, sporting goods of all 
sorts come under the ban. 

Government will pay an addi¬ 
tional $7 an ounce for gold produc¬ 
tion above that in the year ending 
June 30, 1947. This brings gold to 
$42 an ounce for production in ex- 


cents.

IVTIXKD farming can never be regarded as farming 
deluxe. On the contrary, it is year-round un¬ 
ceasing toil from which the farm household can get 
little release at any season or on any day. Despite 
lighten ng of labor that may be realized through 
modern power equipment, the milking of coys, and 
feeding of pigs and pou'try are very demanding. But 
they are ail round husbandry, requiring a greater 
variety of skills, and broader knowledge and judg¬ 
ment than straight gra n farming. 

Sometimes the physical location of land justifies 
tl.e one type production, and there are certain areas 
which seem to fulfil their maximum usefulness ill 
production of gra n. But the charge of land “mining” 
can be made with some justice in certain sections 
adapted by nature to stock raising and dairying. It 
tegds toward soil depletion without any compensat¬ 
ing return. 

Economic pressure is sometimes the reason for the 
one typp production.

with certain concrete objectives Food is one of the 
basic realities of life. Without food there can he no 
contentment, and any undernourished nation is ready 
prey for discontent and violence. This is a rich and 
fertile world, able to provide food in sufficiency for 
the human population, if the producing, exporting 
nations are prepared to co-operate and to subm.t to 
some measure of control from world authority. 

Canada has taken a leading part in the assembly 
of the F.A.O. It is one of the great producers of vital 
foods in the world, and has an impo-tant stake in 
any conference bearing on the foods which are es¬ 
sential to general well-be ng. 


Although there are several 
stories about the origin of the 
term “Printer’s Devil,” the follow¬ 
ing one has gained widespread ac¬ 
ceptance and is believed correct: 

In the early 15th Century whet, 
printing was in its infancy, read¬ 
ers of books were accustomed to 
the uneven letters ■ and spacing 
common to manuscripts of that 
day. This, when John Fpst, one of 
the first great printers, began to 
ply liis trade in Paris, the super¬ 
stitious townspeople accused him 
cf practising magic and being in 
lcagtle with the devil-—since his 
work was so uniform and precise. 

Many historians feel that Fust 
added credence to this tale hy hir¬ 
ing a small boy as a helper. Al¬ 
though hiring a hoy in itself, was 
innocent enough, the lad managed 
to get smeared with printer’s ink 
constantly. The. accusing finger 
was promptly pointed at the boy 
because of his appearance, and lie 
became known as "the printer’s 
devil.”—C.W.N.A. Bulletin.

Lower Tariffs 


increase in the number of cattle 
under quota to UrrteiL States will 
not be pf value till the embargoes 
on U.S. export are removed. 

The U.S. duty on Canadian oats 
and barley is halved, but at pres¬ 
ent these grains are not being 
shipped out of the country. Ameri¬ 
can duty on Canadian wheat has 
been cut from 42 to 21 cents, with 
elimination of quotas is expected 
te he of benefit in normal times, 
because it permits the export of 
the high grade wheat that Ameri¬ 
can millers want. 

There is no great prospect of 
lowered tariffs on farm machinery, 
hut implements now coming in du¬ 
ty free, will not have any d uty 
imposed so long as the trade trea¬ 
ties prevail. 

U.S. duty on dressed beef is re¬ 
duced from 6 cents to 3 cents per 
pound. In the past this shipment 
of processed beef provided a big 
outlet, and permission to resume 
■this trade may be granted before 
shipment of live cattle. 

The general trend of the treaty 
agreements which' were signed by 
17 countries, is toward a general 
many outlets for Canada’s produce 
in prospect, and as time goes on 
new possibilities may open up. 

Removal of the 8% sales tax on 
domestic consumption of electric¬ 
ity has become effective, and 
should he a saving to consumers 
The 8% gas tax was imposed 
Sept. 12, 1939 as a war-time meas¬ 
ure. Gas companies and municipal¬ 
ities have been agitating for re¬ 
moval of this tax. Alberta has 
been penalized unfairly for this 
tax in comparison with other parts 
of Canada, hecause so many people 


use gas in heating.. This gas tax 
has been removed. 

Austerity 

The austerity program announc¬ 
ed at the same time as tariff re¬ 
ductions, hits a great many lines 
cf needed goods which have been 
coming in from Canada, particu¬ 
larly motor cars, electrical goods, 
certain types of factory equipment 
ami a wide range of food products. 

The measure is taken in order 
to pay United States in American 
dollars. Canada is well off in 
credits from other countries, but it 
has not enough American dollars. 

This year Canada has bought 
one billion dollars more goods 
from U.S.A. than it has been sel¬ 
ling to United States. The only 
v ay to settle the account is to buv 
less from United States and sell 
more. TVs hits the so-called lux¬ 
ury buying, and reduces the money 
t-avelling Canadians can spend in 
United States. Larger sale of lum¬ 
ber, fish, metals and so on hy Can¬ 
ada to Un ted States will be push-

Permit to Trap 
Winter Muskrat 


For the first time this year, win¬ 
ter trapping of muskrats will be 
permitted in Alberta and the open 
season will be from November 15 
to May 15, the provincial game 
branch has announced, in an ef¬ 
fort to save the peits of large num¬ 
bers of rats killed each winter by 
the freezing of shallow ponds and 
marshes. 

Trapping will be allowed under 
special permit issued to holders of 
a certificate of registration of a 
trapl ne or trapping area. Investi¬ 
gation will be conducted by game 
officers of theadvisability of issu¬ 
ing permits in any area after ap¬ 
plication for a permit from a 
trapper. Those obtaining permits 
will have to report trapping re¬ 
mits at the end of the season. 

Open season for fox is Nov. 1 to 
January 16; mink Nov 16 to Feb. 
28; otter, Nov. 1 to March 31, red 
squirrel Nov. 16 to Feb. 28. 

Beaver may be trapped by spec¬ 
ial permit on registered traplines 
from April 1 to May 16. Marten 
may also be caught on registered 
line* provided it is not taken east 
of the Fifth Meridian. The marten 
season ia from Dec. 1 to Jan. 16 
There ia no open season for lynx 
and fisher.—Farm and Ranch Re- 
vifW.
